As with all previcus months, May was busy and eventful. 


- The Numismatic Theatre was finalized and then expanded because of last minute 
requests from speakers. The result is that, for the first time ever, the 
Numismatic Theatre will be expanded to Sunday, with four talks scheduled 
between noon and 3:00. All four speakers are reconciled to and have acreed 
to speak on Sunday. Attached is the Orlanco Numismatic Theatre schedule. 


- I am still negotiating with David Lisot to videotare much of the Numismatic 
Theatre at little cost to ANA. Hopefully, a contract will be signed in the 
next few weeks. 


- We are scheduled to begin videotaping the program, Basic Coin Grading of Mint 
State Coins. We are prepared to srend 4 days, or more, taping the program. 
The script, which is based upon the first half of our 3-day coin grading 
seminar, is finished; and Lisot, J.P. Martin and myself are highly pleased 
with it. We are even beginning to formulate plans for a second video which 
would concentrate on grading various coin types. 


- The daily radio program is moving ahead nicely. The most important 
development is the promotional support that Coin World and Numismatic News 
have given the program. Both have run front page stories and editorials, 
urging their readers to support the show by asking them to call their local 
NPR or commercial station managers and urge them to carry the free show. 
Both have also listed all 389 NPR stations and their phone numbers. If you 
haven't already done so, please call your local station. 


A “promo demo" tape is nearly completed and will be sent to interested 
station managers. I will send you a copy once it is ready. 


I continue to receive both scripts and commitments for scripts. A letter was 
sent to all ANA member clubs and dealers asking for their support, and 
responses are coming in from members and dealers asking what they can do. 


- We registered our 100th Summer Conference student on June 2. The budget is 
based upon 72 students. We also have had a lot of inquiries since the 
outbreak of the latest round of "airfare warfare." I am hopeful of having 
110-120 students when the conference begins July 1l.

Mr. Trigueiros, director of the Portuguese State Mint, will speak on two periods 
in the history of Portugal in which Portuguese coins enjoyed a remarkable reputa- 
tion and acceptance on the international monetary markets. The first included the 
period of the discoveries and overseas expansion (16th-17th centuries). The sec- 
ond is characterized by the magnificence and abundance of Brazilian (18th cen- 
tury) gold coins. Centuries later another type of prestigious metallic coin has gained 
a place of prominence on the international markets in the form of commemorative 
coins, in which the raw material to be worked is not so much the metal itself as 
the history, culture and art of the Portuguese people.

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AN» examines early American money 
Speakers cover topics ranging from notes to medals

Topics ranging from Colonial printers 
who could not spell to the development of 
the Indian peace medal were subjects of 

resentations during the American Numis- 
matic Society’s Coinage of the Americas 
Conference in New York City May 4. 

The presentations will be published later 
in the society’s Proceedings. Details may 
be obtained by writing to the American 
Numismatic Society, Broadway at 155th 
Street, New York, N.Y. 10032.

“Unusual Printing Features in Early 
American Paper Money” was the subject 
of a slide presentation offered by numis- 
matic researcher, author and ANS Council- 
lor Eric P. Newman. 

Colonial printers were always in a hurry 
once legislation was finally approved for 
producing paper money, Newman said, 
and often resulted in notes printed with 
different spellings of the same word, mis- 
placed punctuation, letters appearing back- 
wards and the like. 

Notes were printed either from en- 
graved copper plates where the design was 
incuse in reverse, or ee 
from hand-set raised 
type and ornamenta- 
tion where the image 
is pressed into the 
paper, Newman said. 
Ink was wiped along 
engraved plates so the 
ink settled in the inta- 
glio surface; after 
each print the plate 
was wiped clean, New- 
man said. Paper was placed over the plate, 
and a wool pad over that and brass or iron 
roller moved to impart the ink on to the 
paper. 

The type set by hand or the ornamenta- 
tion was inked on the’ raised surface, and 
paper placed on top, overlaid by a heavy, 
padded board and pressure exerted to 
press the ink into the paper, Newman said. 
The type did not have to be wiped after 
each note as the excess ink slipped into the 
recesses, he said. Finished notes were then 
individually dried, he said. 

Some of the Colonies instituted measures 
to combat counterfeiting, such as using 
more than one color ink, Newman said.

Benjamin Franklin developed the art of 
nature printing as a counterfeit deterrent, 
producing images from living plants, each 
leaf acting as individual fingerprints, New- 
man said. 

Franklin also perfected a method of cre- 
ating plaster molds strengthened with 
brick dust and mica from which lead cast- 
ings could be made, Newman said. 

On certain notes of individual colonies, 
floral designs, symbols or other configura- 
tions of ornamentation were used to dis- 
courage counterfeiters, who were sub- 
jected to death if caught, Newman said. 

Some notes even had built in secret 
codes or messages in reverse. 

Larger, engraved notes, measuring 6-by- 
4-inches wide were also produced, but be- 
cause they had to be folded in half twice to 
carry in one’s pockets, the notes often tore, 
and subsequently, each quadrant circu- 
lated as a fraction of the whole, Newman 
said. Laws were passed prohibiting the 
practice but the public ignored the law, he 
said. Better paper resulted for producing 
notes, however, he said. 


Currency signers 


A historical look at the signers of Penn- 
sylvania currency from 1723 to 1785 was 
delivered by Joseph R. Lasser of Scars- 
dale, N.Y. All of the Pennsylvania cur- 
rency is individually signed and numbered 
by hand, and was is- #s 
sued to pay the cost of 
military campaigns or 
municipal projects, is- 
sued against tax re- 
ceipts or for a supply 
of circulating cur- 
rency and to replace 
worn or earlier coun- 
terfeit notes, Lasser. 
said. 

Issuance of the Lasser 
notes is divided into four periods, Lasser 
said: the early years of the Colony, 1723-49; 
1755-60, the development of Philadelphia 
as an industrial center; 1764-73, the period 
of the French and Indian Wars and pre- 
Revolutionary War; and 1775-85, the Revo- 
lutionary War and Independence. 

Those signing the notes were from the 
ranks of gentlemen, professionals, crafts- 
man and merchants, many in their 20s to 
early 40s, and many from Philadelphia, 
Lasser said. Quakers predominated, fol-

lowed by Anglicans and Presbyterians, he 
said. ; ° 

It is difficult to trace the signers of the 
notes because of the duplication of names 
i.e., more than one person carrying the 
exact Same name in the same town, spell- 
ing their surname differently on different 
notes or dropping a Jr. or Sr. suffix, Lasser 
said. 

Notes of 1764-73 carry the names of such 
families as Fisher, Morris and Wharton, 
from which signers of the Declaration of 
Independence would be drawn, Lasser 
said. 

The names of international shipper John 
Baynton and Charles Thomson, secretary 
of the first Continental Congress, Quaker 
merchant Sam Rhoads and D. Roberdeau 
appear on notes of 1756. 

Notes of 1775-85 became more special- 
ized, as their signers were involved in the 
and many of 
them were subsequently ar-ested and im- 
prisoned, or exiled for their activities. One 
note bears the signature of patriot activist 
David Rittenhouse, who would eventually 
become the first Director ofthe Mint.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 


information and the abstract. 
Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original title should be followed by’a translation into one 
of these languages.

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 


also be given.: ; 
3. Volume and/or issue number 
4. Date of the journal 3 
5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal! 
6.. Page numbers on which the article appears 
7. Presence of illustrations. 


If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 
3. Complete title of the collection 
4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 
5. Date of publication 
6. Page nunbers on which the article appears 
7. Presence, of illustrations. 


If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 
3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

. Date of publication 

. Total number of pages 

. Presence of illustrations 

. ISBN, optional.

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depend- 
ing upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know.. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English, All abstracts must include the typewnitten, full name 
of the abstractor. ; 


Non-Current Titles | = 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control file 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Title cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 


limited to bibliographical information only. 


NOTE TO CONTRIBUTING EDITORS 


Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature 
should be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Socie- 
ty, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no later than 15 
November of the preceding year; abstracts for the September issue should 
be received no later than 15 May of the same year. 
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
